cent more money on a well kept farm 
where buildings are painted at least 
once every five years. A southern Illi­ 
nois bank says that It has no fixed 
rule about this, but it does make a de­ 
cided difference when owners of farm 
lands apply for loans. If the buildings 
are well painted and thus well pre­ 
served the loan rate would not only 
be cheaper, but the amount of money 
borrowed would be larger. A northern 
bank does not hesitate to say 
ould loan fully 50 per cent. 
a farm where buildings were 
well painted and in good order than 
where they were not. The vice presi­ 
dent, who answers the inquiry, goes 
on to say: "There probably are many 
fanners good financially and morally 
who permit their buildings to remain 
unpainted, but as a rule the most sub­ 
stantial people who live in the coun­ 
try keep their buildings well painted.” 
An Iowa bank, through its vice pres­ 
ident, states that it would make a dif­ 
ference of at least 25 per cent. in fa­ 
vor of the farm with painted build­ 
ings. 
Another Iowa concern says that 
It would make a difference of at least 
20 per cent. 
All this being true, It is perfectly 
evident that it is a good business prop­ 
osition to keep the farm buildings well 
painted. 
They not only look better 
and. are more pleasing to the owner, 
but the farm would sell to better ad­ 
vantage, the loan value of the property 
would be greatly increased and the 
buildings themselves would last much 
longer and 
need 
less 
repair.—The 
American Agriculturist. 


That Governor Robertson 
is of 
the opinion that 
the

ture cannot accrue to the benefit of 
those officials who were elected or 
appointed 
prior 
to 
the 
increases 
is indicated in a veto message trans­ 
mitted to the house early yesterday 
morning setting for: i his reasons 
for disapproving the bill to increase 
the salaries of district judges in an 
indirect way by making them ref­ 
erees. 
The plan to add $1,000 a year to 
the pay of district judges by mak­ 
ing them referees and adding ad­ 
ditional duties was “ merely subter­ 
fuge’’ to increase their salary, the 
governor said. 
“ Everyone knows there would be 
no apreciable additional work for 
them to do b\< reason of being made 
referees. 
The only reason purpose 
of this bill is to increase the sal­ 
aries from $3,00 to $4,000 a yc/r. 
If the legislature w anted to increase 
these salaries it should have been 
done in a straightforw ard m anner,” 
he said. 
The governor also vetoed the bill 
reappropriating $552 to the credit 
of the Southeastern Normal school 
at Durant. 
“This is not the proper 
way to make an appropriation of 
this character. 
It should have been 
included in the general aprc^riation 
bill for that school, so as to have 
been included in the general appro­ 
priation bill for that school, so as 
to have permitted full and free dis­ 
cussion of the item,” he said.

Washington, D. C.—A curious fact 
has been brought to light by the Edu­ 
cational Bureau and the Bureau of In­ 
dustrial Research here.

woods countries have no neeu for the 
finer pigments or facial adornments. 
It is true, though, that in the sections 
of all states wThere white illiteracy la 
highest painted homes are rare and 
painted outbuildings and barns are 
practically unknown. 
Probably the 
illiterates do not use paint on theii 
buildings because they do not under­ 
stand Its value as a preservative.
